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Hammer 
murderer 
is handed 
life term 

A MAN who bludgeoned his 
best friend to death has been 
jailed for life for murder. 

William Spence must 
serve a minimum of 17 years 
for killing Kevin Jones who 
died of brain injuries follow¬ 
ing an argument between 
the two men at the house 
they shared in Buxton Road, 
Dudley. 

On Tuesday spence was 
found guilty of the murder 
and causing actual bodily 
harm to Mr Jones’ mother, 
Jean, as she tried to protect 
her son during the hammer 
attack. 

Spence, aged 39, was con¬ 
victed at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. The family of 
Mr Jones looked on and 
hugged each other as the 
verdict was read out. 

During the trial the court 
heard five fatal blows with a 
hammer were rained on Mr 
Jones’ head. 

The pair had been arguing 
at the house. 

Mrs Jones had told the 
court she heard a “tremen¬ 
dous bang” as her son Kevin, 
47, fell from the top of the 
stairs to the hallway follow¬ 
ing the row. 

She told how she lay 
across his body and tried to 
wake him while Spence, 
known by his nickname Dec, 
stood near them. 

Spence turned to walk 
upstairs, Mrs Jones said, 
returning “within seconds” 
holding a hammer with 
which he hit her. 

Fraud case 
adjourned 

A DUDLEY woman has 
admitted a £25,000 benefits 
fraud. 

Denise Lomas, aged 57, of 
Maple Road, claimed just 
over £19,000 in housing ben¬ 
efit and almost £5,000 in 
council tax benefit between 
2004 and 2007. 

The total overpayment 
was £24,285.49. 

She appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates Court on Mon¬ 
day, speaking only to con¬ 
firm her name, address and 
age and to enter guilty pleas 
to 10 charges. 

The case was adjourned 
until January 28.

HOSPITAL £2.5m

HOSPITAL bosses in Dudley were forced spend an addi¬ 
tional £2.5m on extra staff and beds in recent months to 
treat hundreds of extra patients. 


Around 800 more patients came through Russells Hall in the seven months to the 
end of October than the same period last year. Hospital bosses said they had to bring 
in more staff and additional beds in order to cope with the unexpected increase. 
Latest figures show 22,500 patients came into the hospital either for emergency 


medical treatment or surgery during those 

Bad parking 
tickets tally 
hits 2,000 

MORE than 2,000 parking tickets have 
been handed out to staff, patients and visi¬ 
tors to Russells Hall in 20 months, new fig¬ 
ures claim. 

Motorists receive fines for parking on red 
lines, leaving vehicles in disabled bays with¬ 
out a badge and obstructing access to the 
accident and emergency department. 

They cost drivers £15 if paid within two 
weeks otherwise the fine doubles. 

Cash is ploughed back into running the 
hospital with any surplus going to charity. 

A total of 2,045 tickets handed out 
between April 2011 and November 2012. 

The hospital began clamping down on 
inappropriate parking at the site in January 
last year. There had been complaints about 
cars being left blocking the path of ambu¬ 
lances. 

Red lines were painted around staff car 
parks on the site to show hospital workers 
where they can and cannot park. 

There were already red lines elsewhere 
within the grounds, including by the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department, in a bid to 
stop drivers causing a nuisance 

Neighbours of the hospital have com¬ 
plained for many years about inconsiderate 
parking. 

The council has now brought in further 
parking restrictions around the site in an 
attempt to reduce congestion which plagues 
residential roads. 


seven months. This equated to an increase 
of 3.6 per cent in emergency admissions 
year-on-year, according to the hospital 
trust. 

Trust chief executive Paula Clark said 
the increase was in line with national fig¬ 
ures of 3.8 per cent. 

“Accommodating more people who 
arrive at Russells Hall Hospital as an 
emergency means we have had to be more 
selective about how we plan operations 
for people who elect to come to hospital,” 
she said. 

“This in turn has caused our income for 
planned operations to be lower than 
anticipated. 

“Extra emergency patients also mean 
we have needed to open up additional 
beds and employ more staff through our 
own staff bank, and from agencies at a 
higher cost.” 

Emergencies 

The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
runs a staff bank system to ensure that it 
has enough staff to call on during emer¬ 
gencies. 

Their contracts mean medical staff are 
on call but have no guarantee of employ¬ 
ment or pay. 

These staff help cover annual leave, 
maternity leave, sickness and short-term 
vacancies. 

But this system has been called into 
question nationwide by Labour shadow 
health secretary Andy Burnham who 
says there are fears about continuity of 
care. 

Dudley has 3,059 employed in the staff 
bank while Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust has 2,227 staff under the 
same conditions. 

At Walsall NHS Trust there are 1,612 
people on zero hour contracts and Mid 
Staffordshire NHS Foundation Trust 
said there were 435 bank staff.

Borough's 
schools 
plummet 
in tables 

DUDLEY has plummeted 
down the national school 
league tables despite young¬ 
sters achieving improved 
standard assessment tests 
(SATs) results this year. 

The borough fell 19 places 
to 118 out of 152 local 
authorities, according to 
data from the Department 
for Educaton (DfE). 

Last year 73 per cent of 
youngsters in Dudley 
achieved Level four or above 
in English and maths com¬ 
pared with 77 per cent this 
year. 

Council cabinet member 
for education, Tim Crump¬ 
ton, was quick to defend the 
performance of schools 
across the borough. 

He said improvements 
were being made in pri¬ 
maries. “It is more impor¬ 
tant to me to see us 
progressing locally, if we 
weren’t, then I would be con¬ 
cerned,” he added. 

Nationally, the number of 
primary schools failing to 
give pupils a good grounding 
in the three Rs has halved in 
the space of a year. 

Pedmore CE Primary in 
Stourbridge was the best 
performing school in Dud¬ 
ley, after every pupil who 
took the Key Stage 2 exams 
achieved Level 4 or above in 
English and maths. 

Funds plan 
for theatre 

CAMPAIGNERS battling to 
save Dudley Hippodrome 
are launching a fundraising 
drive aimed to pull in more 
than £250,000 for their 
plans to reopen the theatre. 

They hope people will sign 
up to the initiative which 
mirrors similar schemes 
used by Wolverhampton 
Grand Theatre and Birm¬ 
ingham Hippodrome.

A decorated shop front has been 
unveiled in Halesowen as part of an 
art scheme to improve the image of 
empty units. 

Black Country artist Luke Perry 
was behind the artwork at the cor¬ 
ner of Long Lane and Nimmings 
Road, Shell Corner. It is the first in 
a series of pieces planned to spruce 
up empty shop fronts in the borough 
and comes after Dudley Council 
received £52,623 from the Govern¬

Mayor of Dudley Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram had the honour of 
unveiling the artwork at the week¬ 
end. It says Welcome to Shell Corner 


and features an image of an artillery 
shell, similar to one which was pre¬ 
viously there. 

“This is the first of several pieces 
of artwork and I look forward to see¬ 
ing how they will all fit together to 
make this area even more welcom¬ 
ing,” said Councillor Hill.

Charlie in 
new battle 
to conquer 
leukaemia 

A MIDLANDS boy who is 
bravely battling leukaemia 
for the second time, is having 
a pioneering new treatment. 

Charlie Harris-Beard, 
aged two, of Kidderminster 
is being cared for by staff at 
Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital after receiving the trial 
drug and also under-going 
chemotherapy. 

The treatment is giving 
his newly-married parents 
fresh hope. 

His family were told doc¬ 
tors in this country had no 
cure for his condition. 

But in an update to well- 
wishers on the family’s Face- 
book page, his mother Fiona, 
revealed he had finished the 
first round of treatment, she 
said: “Now it’s just a long 
wait to see if it’s worked the 
magic we so desperately 
need.” 

Charlie’s sister and cousin 
have also been updating fol¬ 
lowers, known as Charlie’s 
Army. 

Charlie has started the 
Aurora Kinase treatment, a 
drug which is administered 
over 72 hours every 21 days 
via intravenous infusion. 

The drug is intended to 
inhibit cancer growth by 
blocking the enzymes which 
cause cancer cells to grow. 

His mother Fiona said: “If 
this goes well it would give a 
partial remission.”

Tributes as music man Bob dies, aged 74 


Bob Nash who ran Modern 
Music for 35 years 


Retired Dudley music shop owner 
Bob Nash, who is credited with 
keeping the likes of Led Zeppelin, 
Slade and Roy Wood on the road, has 
died aged 74 

Mr Nash ran Modern Music, oppo¬ 
site the Hippodrome in Castle Hill, 
Dudley, for 35 years, supplying hun¬ 
dreds of local bands and musicians 
with equipment and a repair service. 
Robert Plant and John Bonham, of 
Led Zeppelin, Noddy Holder and his 
crew from Slade, and Wizzard’s Roy 
Wood were all regular customers at 
the height of their fame. 


The grandfather, who retired and 
closed the shop about eight years 
ago, collapsed and died at his home 
in Love Lane, Oldswinford, on 
December 8. 

Friend and former customer Alan 
Clee, who was guitarist with the 
1960s Wolverhampton band Finders 
Keepers, said: “Bob, along with his 
business partner, guitarist extraor¬ 
dinaire Jack McKechnie, supplied 
hundreds of musicians with equip¬ 
ment and a repair service second to 
none. 

“The likes of super stars Slade, 


Robert Plant, John Bonham and 
Roy Wood, and many more, all 
depended on Bob for keeping them 
on the road, even during the height 
of their fame.” 

Bob’s late father, Jimmy Nash, 
used to be manager of Stanton’s 
music shop in Dudley town centre, 
and Jack McKechnie went to work 
there after retiring from the Hedley 
Ward Trio. Mr McKechnie used to 
demonstrate the guitars sold there 
and, after getting to know Mr Nash, 
the pair decided to set up in partner¬ 
ship with Modern Music. Mr Clee 


said: “Bob and Jack used to sell 
guitars, keyboards and other instru¬ 
ments and both became engineers, 
doing repairs to amplifiers and 
selling spares. In those days if some¬ 
thing went wrong with a Shure 
microphone you had to send it off to 
the USA to be repaired. 

“But Bob and Jack got a licence to 
stock the microphone cartridges so 
were able to repair mics for people 
all over the country.” Bob leaves his 
wife, Val, children, Tim and Emma, 
and grandchildren, Oliver, Eleanor 
and Henry.

Mystery as green man disappears 


The Green Man plaque 


The “green man” has always been a 
part of the mysterious folklore of 
England - and now the mystery 
deepens after a bronze sculpture of 
himvanished from Dudley town centre. 

Dudley Council leaders are appeal¬ 
ing for help to track down the plaque, 
depicting the medieval symbol of 
spring fertility, which used to welcome 
shoppers using the Green Man Entry 
in Castle Street. The face of the leg¬ 


endary green figure - framed by leaves 
and tendrils - was commissioned for 
around £3,000 as part of a public art 
project 17 years ago. But it recently dis¬ 
appeared, presumed stolen, while ren¬ 
ovations were being carried out on 
local historical buildings near the 
alleyway. The artist who created the 
sculpture, John McKenna, said: “It 
might have been taken by metal 
thieves but they would probably have 


got only £30 to £40 for it. “Or some¬ 
body might just have decided they’d 
like it in their garden. 

“But it’s a really mean thing to do.” 

If it cannot be traced, Dudley 
Council has pledged it will create a 
replacement to be installed. 

Councillor Shaukat Ali, said: “Fortu¬ 
nately we still have a fibreglass mould 
allowing a replacement to be cast if the 
original cannot be found.” 


Caveman Karl steps in 
to help victim of attack 


Deadline 
on mound 
of waste 


HE may have looked like he had just stepped 
out of the Flintstones but Karl Stephenson 
was a Good Samaritan in disguise. 

Dressed as a caveman with an inflatable club, he rushed 
to the aid of man being beaten up in Stourbridge. 

His surprising appearance 
helped to scare the attackers 
away enabling him to get 
help for the victim. 

The 30-year-old tree 
surgeon from Hagley was 
last week caught on CCTV in 
the High Street and released 
by police to track down the 
attackers. 

The footage showed the 
victim being pushed to the 
ground before his attacker 
rains blows on his face and 
continues to kick him in the 
head. 

Mr Stephenson said he 
had been at The Mitre Inn in 
Lower High Street with a 
group of friends on October 
27. 

They had decided to wear 
fancy dress because it was 
almost Halloween - and he 
opted to dress up as a dead 
caveman. The group left the 
pub at around 1.30am on 
Sunday, and that was when 
as Mr Stephenson saw the 
attack. 

Kicked 

“There were three men 
attacking him. I wanted 
them to stop so I went over 
and asked them what they 
were doing. One of the three 
dragged the men who was 
attacking him away. 

“One of my friends then 
called the police and ambu¬ 
lance to help the injured 
man. 

“It was really horrible. 
The man was badly injured 
but I am glad he’s recovering 
well,” he said. 

He said the release of the 
CCTV video by the police 
had come as a surprise. 

“The first thing I knew 
about it was when my sister 
text me to say she had heard 
it on the radio. I couldn’t 
believe it when I saw the 
video,” said Mr Stephenson. 


A waste management firm 
has been given seven more 
months to clear a rubbish 
mound in Dudley following a 
ruling by the High Court. 

Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd 
(RDF) must clear all rubbish 
and baled waste from its site 
in Moor Street, Brierley Hill, 
by July 10. 

The pile of waste was as 
high as 40ft in August last 
year, with negihbours claim¬ 
ing it blighted the area. It 
has now been reduced to 
around 25ft. Under the 
ruling, the front of the site 
must be cleared of rubbish 
by March 29. 

There has to then be a full 
clearance by the July date. 

At the High Court hearing 
in Birmingham last week, 
Mrs Justice Swift issued the 
order, which has been drawn 
up by the Environment 
Agency. 

Speaking to Dan White, 
who represents the company 
and director Robert 
McNaughton, she said the 
company must take every 
effort to comply with the 
order. 

She added: “This does 
seem to be a sensible move 
forward, providing people 
understand it is not a delay, 
but for full progression to be 
made.” Under the order, the 
company must also keep the 
Environment Agency up to 
date on a weekly basis.

Doctors 
tweet to 
send A&E 
message 

DOCTORS took to social net¬ 
working to give a real-time 
snapshot of the cases seen by 
accident and emergency staff 
at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital. 

They tweeted throughout 
the day providing a glimpse 
behind the scenes of the 
department. 

Staff wanted to highlight 
the types of injuries and con¬ 
ditions which should be 
treated at a GP surgery or a 
walk-in centre. 

People with sore throats, 
headaches and back pain and 
also a patient with a burst 
blister were among those 
turning up at the depart¬ 
ment. 

It was part of a campaign 
aimed at reducing the 
number of people unneces¬ 
sarily going to hospital for 
treatment. 

Mr Raj an Paw, medical 
head of service for emergency 
medicine, said: “We’ve seen 
people with sore throats for 
over a week or headaches for 
two or three days. They could 
have seen a GP We some¬ 
times see people who haven’t 
taken any pain relief prior to 
their arrival,” he said. 
During the day staff helped 
more than six people who had 
fallen, most likely due to the 
cold and icy weather.

A CLOSED cash and carry in 
Kidderminster will be 
reopened as an outdoor 
leisure store, creating 
around 50 new jobs in the 
town. 

Go Outdoors will move 
into the large shop unit in 
Hoo Farm Industrial Estate 
after approval was given by 
Wyre Forest Council. 

The store was last used by 
Brooker Cash and Carry. At 
a council planning commit¬ 
tee recently, members voted 
to give the application the 
go-ahead without any 
debate. 

Officers had recom¬ 
mended approval to council¬ 
lors.

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Site given 
scientific 
protection 

A SITE near Dudley town 
centre could be given special 
protection as a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

Natural England is con¬ 
sulting owners and others 
interested at the nature 
reserve of Barrow Hill and 
Tansey Green. 

Michelle Hawkins, of 
Natural England, said: 
“Barrow Hill and Tansey 
green have been designated 
as a SSSI because they are of 
special interest due to their 
exceptional geological fea¬ 
tures. 

“The Tansey Green 
section is also internation¬ 
ally important for the pres¬ 
ence of the oldest 
anatomically preserved 
conifers found to date.” 

Barrow Hill is already a 
local nature reserve used by 
the public and this would not 
change. 

“Barrow Hill’s well- 
known volcanic features are 
already maintained and pro¬ 
tected exceptionally well by 
Dudley Council but the 
Tansey Green site is owned 
by a local developer and is 
private land, and therefore 
public access can only be 
granted with the owner’s 
permission,” she added. 

Once the sites become 
SSSIs the local planning 
authority must consult 
Natural England on any 
planning applications.

Nearly a third have no formal qualifications 


ALMOST a third of people living in 
Dudley have no formal qualifications, 
according to the latest Government 
figures. 

Thirty per cent of people aged 16 and 
over have no qualifications - which puts 
the borough among the highest numbers 
in the country. 

Figures in the 2011 Census show that 
Dudley has the 26th highest figure - while 
in the rest of the Black Country, it is even 
worse. 

In total, 312,925 lived in Dudley when 
the survey was conducted. 


Of those, 75,980 people had not passed 
any formal examinations. 

Sandwell has the second highest 
number without qualifications, with a 
total of 85,040. 

Walsall ranked as seventh and Wolver¬ 
hampton at 19th. 

Underlines 

Wyre Forest has 22,579 people without 
formal qualifications. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
today: “This underlines the need to make 
education and skills our number one pri¬ 


ority. The people and the places that 
prosper in the future will be the ones that 
are the best educated and have the best 
skills, but we’re falling further and 
further behind. 

“It’s really urgent and it’s really impor¬ 
tant that we drive up school standards, get 
more youngsters staying on and going to 
university, increase the quality and 
number of apprenticeships and improve 
vocational training in the workplace too,” 
he added. 

Dudley has the 57th highest concentra¬ 
tion of people per hectare with 31.9 people 


living in each hectare - but the Wyre 
Forest district has only five people per 
hectare. 

There are 8,621 lone parents in Dudley 
and 90.8 per cent - or 7,826 - are women. 

Secular 

In Wyre Forest there are 2,779 lone 
parents and 88.3 per cent - or 2,455 - are 
women. 

Nationally, the figures indicate that the 
population of England and Wales has 
grown increasing secular and increasingly 
ethnically diverse over the last decade. 


Ballot boxes ready for the

GPs to take 
control of 
the budgets 

GPs in Dudley have been given the go- 
ahead to take over responsibility for man¬ 
aging the borough’s £400 million health 
care budget next financial year. 

They will decide how the money is spent 
and buy patient services such as hospital 
care and physiotherapy. 

This is currently the role the primary 
care trust known as NHS Dudley, but will 
be handed over to the new Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) in April. 

The group is among 33 across the 
country to be granted the new powers by 
the independent NHS Commissioning 
Board. Others include NHS Sandwell and 
West Birmingham CCG. 

Dudley CCG chairman Dr David 
Hegarty said: “The last few months 
working in shadow form has given clini¬ 
cians in Dudley the opportunity to work 
together to genuinely make a difference to 
the way local services are provided, 
improving their quality and enabling 
patients to live longer, healthier lives. 

“We are very pleased to have successfully 
passed through authorisation.” 

Sir David Nicholson, chief executive of 
the NHS Commissioning Board, said cre¬ 
ation of CCGs will have real benefits for 
patients. 

The Dudley CCG is made of 52 practices 
and manages a budget in excess of £400m 
for the borough’s population of more than 
300,000 people.

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Plans for town s ancient 
sites are given go-ahead 


PLANS to rebuild a deteriorating 19th 
century barn in Dudley’s medieval quarter 
have been given the go-ahead. 

A nearby former municipal mortuary, yard 
canopy and workshop will also be knocked 
down as part of the redevelopment project in 
the town’s historic Court Passage. The 
scheme was approved by Dudley Council’s 
planning committee last week. Spending 
£64,000, the council will rebuild three of the 
barn’s three walls and reduce its height. 

The footprint of the building will be 
retained to provide a reminder of the site’s 
history. 

There had been concerns about the build¬ 
ing’s poor state of repair and officers feared 
it was in danger of collapse. 

The adjourning former mortuary will be 


demolished to make way for car parking for 
new offices being built in the Holloway 
Chambers and Elizabeth House Buildings. 

A total of 11 car parking spaces will be 
created under the plans. 

Court Passage is in the town’s conserva¬ 
tion area and dates back to medieval times, 
once providing back lanes to nearby proper¬ 
ties for deliveries and access to stables. The 
mortuary was used at the beginning of the 
20th century. 

Chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Rachel Harris welcomed the 
redevelopment work. 

“We have a long and worthy-of-preserva- 
tion industrial past but it’s important for us 
to have a working town centres and have 
buildings people want to let.” 


Brickworks scheme approved 


PLANS for more than 100 new 
homes, a craft village and 
nursing home on the site of a 
historic former brickworks on 
the Dudley-South Stafford¬ 
shire border can go ahead 
after the Government gave 
the green light. 

David Wilson Homes and Weiner - 
berger have been granted outline plan¬ 
ning permission for the development at 
Baggeridge Brickworks in Gospel End, 
Sedgley. 

The developers had appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate against South 
Staffordshire Council’s decision to 
refuse their application earlier this 
year. Councillors had argued the devel¬ 
opment would be too large for the 


village but developers say it would 
boost the area’s economy and attract 
new visitors. 

A planning inquiry was held last 
month, and now the scheme, which 
includes 140 homes, 12 craft work¬ 
shops, a 60-bedroom nursing home and 
new road access from the A463, has 
been approved after a planning inspec¬ 
tor ruled it was an appropriate develop¬ 
ment. 

Association 

The decision signals the end of the 
site’s long association with brickmak¬ 
ing which stretches back to the 1930s. 
During the inquiry, the hearing was 
told the plans go against the Black 
Country Core Strategy, which lays out 
guidelines for major building projects 
in the region. 

But the applicants said there was a 


“clear need” for new houses and a 
nursing home in the area. 

Announcing his decision to allow the 
appeal, planning inspector John Pap- 
worth said the scheme would enable a 
previously developed site to be reused 
and would remove derelict buildings 
and land. 

He said the project would include the 
retention of the brickworks chimney to 
retain “a visual reminder of the site’s 
history”. Mr Papworth said the scheme 
would bring many benefits such as 
affordable housing, care home beds and 
new employment benefits. 

But the chairman of South Stafford¬ 
shire Council’s regulatory committee 
Councillor Brian Cox said: “We’re obvi¬ 
ously disappointed the inspector has 
concluded the development would 
provide substantial benefits.”

Man caught growing 
second batch of drug

Walker’s Dudley home during a police raid. They also found 
a full hydroponic system to grow the drug. 

They took the items away and Walker, who was missing 
from the property, was listed as “wanted”. 

Then nearly three months later one of the officers 
returned to the house in Edward Street and found another 
17 cannabis plants. 

Walker, 41, was arrested and revealed he got another crop 
going after assuming he had been burgled. Judge Michael 
Dudley sentenced him on the basis he had not been aware 
police had been to his home. Father-of-three Walker admit¬ 
ted producing cannabis. 

He was given an eight-month jail term suspended for a 
year and ordered to do 120 hours unpaid work.

Clarke appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court where the court heard he had 
cannabis plants with a potential yield of 
nearly 10kg growing in three rooms at 
Churchfield Joinery, which potentially 
could have produced £128,000 of the con¬ 
trolled drug, said Miss Rhiannon Jones 
prosecuting.

Clarke of Powis Avenue, 
Tipton, admitted producing cannabis. 

Judge Michael Dudley told him: “This 
was strong stuff, skunk cannabis, and that 
is why this offence is regarded so seriously.”

THE Rotherham raconteur was back 
in Brum for one of his seasonal specials 
with what is a seemingly endless 
stream of stories, poems and observa¬ 
tions of children, school life and the 
world in general. 

His first offering was a poem 
inspired by school children’s letters to 
a teacher on sick leave, where their 
attempts to comfort her through com¬ 
parison with her temporary replace¬ 
ment, innocently ended up telling her 
how much the children were enjoying 
her absence. 

Phinn regaled his audience with the 
innocent honesty of a young boy who 


told the former Ofsted inspector,

This set the standard for further 
nativity-themed treats such as the tale 
of the Messianic baby Tammy which 
spoke with an American accent at the 
most inappropriate times and eventu¬ 
ally ending up as the headless Jesus. 

Then there was the Yorkshire lad, 
complete with tea towel headdress who 
asked “Ave you any room int th’inn?” 
and the unfortunately named young¬ 
ster Tequila who simple explained 
“Our crib is crap.” 

Phinn brought in tales of his own 
idyllic childhood and sentimental 
poetry about his mom with When You 
Thought I Wasn’t Looking. He recalled 


his own nativity disaster where he 
played a palm tree complete with 
brown crepe paper bark which soon 
deteriorated due to a call of nature. He 
had to exit stage left in his electric blue 
underpants carrying his paper mache 
coconuts. 

The audience lapped up tales such as 
how the mayor of Rotherham’s visit to 
a nativity play was thwarted by the 
Virgin Mary having nits. 

Phinn also tipped in the odd bit of 
proselytising about the importance of 
teachers and the interference of gov¬ 
ernment in education but also got a 
little preachy especially in the second, 
and pretty short, half of his set about 
the true meaning of Christmas.

His 
factory is now the only one 
left in Birmingham but the 
pearl buttons and buckles 
are so expensive because 
they are handmade that he 
only does special orders. 

For social studies, social 
historian Ray Sturdy spoke 
on The Extraordinary Vesta 
Tilley. Born in Worcester in 
1864 as Matilda (Tilly) Alice 
Powles, she was one of 13 
children. Her father Harry 
was a china painter and was 
a musical tramp entertainer 
in his spare time. 

He later became manager 
in Gloucester Theatre. This 
is where Vesta first went on 
stage, aged four.

Days when Sunbeam raced 
ahead in Grand Prix stakes 


FOR more than 60 years Britain has 
dominated Grand Prix manufacturing, 
but it was not always thus. 

In the early days it was French cars which 
led the way, and, in the days before the World 
Championship, it was winning the French 
Grand Prix which was recognised as the pin¬ 
nacle of motor-racing achievement. 

The first British car to win the French 
Grand Prix, in 1923, was made right here in 
Wolverhampton, in Sunbeam’s Blakenhall 
factory, but it’s designer was a Frenchman, 
Louis Coatalen. 

He was a Breton, born on September 11, 
1879, and worked for a number of French car 
manufacturers before arriving in England in 
1900 to work for the Crowden Company, and 
then becoming chief engineer at Hillman in 
Coventry 

In 1909 he was recruited by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co in Blakenhall, to be their chief 
engineer, and immediately planned to enter 
motor-racing. He began designing purpose- 
built racing cars, which led to the first major 
triumph, a win in the 1912 Coupe de l’Auto in 
Dieppe, Sunbeams coming 1st, 2nd and 3rd,

eclipsing and astonishing the major Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers. 

In 1912 Coatalen also designed his first 
aero-engine a 150hp side valve V8, followed 
by a 225 hp VI2, which he first tested in a spe¬ 
cially-built racing car named Toodles V 

In October 1913, this car, at Brooklands, 
broke eight world endurance speed records in 
a hour and a half. There is no doubt that 
Coatalen was a talented, even brilliant engi¬ 
neer, but he was not afraid of copying others. 

Devious 

During 1913 Peugeot cars with twin over¬ 
head camshafts swept the board in three litre 
racing, and by some devious means one of 
these found its way to the drawing room of 
Coatalen’s home, Waverley House on 
Goldthorn Hill. Here, Sunbeam mechanics 
stripped it down to discover its secrets, and 
for 1914 Sunbeam also featured twin over¬ 
head camshafts, as did the new aero-engines 
he designed at the start of the War. 

Sunbeam was a major supplier of aero¬ 


engines during the War and also built more 
than 600 aircraft, including just one of its own 
design the single-engine Sunbeam Bomber. 

All the engines were officially called 
Sunbeam-Coatalen engines, but after the War 
they were rather eclipsed by Rolls-Royce and 
Napier designs. 

Coatalen turned to his great ambition, to 
win the French Grand Prix. The Sunbeam 
company merged with Darraq and Talbot and 
Coatalen became a Director of the resulting 
STD Motors. 

In 1923 a Sunbeam finally won the French 
Grand Prix, driven by Henry Seagrave, and 
would have won the following year but for 
technical problems. Coatalen also produced 
three different cars to break the World Land 
Speed Record but Sunbeam began to experi¬ 
ence financial difficulties, and in 1934 closed 
down. 

By that time Louis Coatalen had returned 
to his native France, though he had taken 
British citizenship. He lived there through the 
War and died in 1962. He had brought great 
fame to the Sunbeam company, and to Wolver¬ 
hampton, his adopted home for over 20 years.
